MISSISSIPPI FLOODS 
TEAR GREAT LEVEES; 
HUNDREDS IN FLIGHT 


Warning Issued to 2,500 
Near Hickman, Ky., 
as River Rises. 


GREATEST CREST YET 
SWEEPS DOWN RIVER 


New Orleans Takes Steps to 
Battle Waters; Illinois 
Has Inundation. 


Hickman, Ky., April 15 (By A. P.).— 
Government engineers tonight issued 
& warning to 2,500 residents of Lake 
county to be ready to move out on a 
moment’s notice. Water already in 
sight and continued rains threatened 
the Hickman and Lake county govern- 
ment levee for 14%, miles more seri- 
ously than any other point along the 
course of the Mississippi, engineers 
said. 

A government river fleet was sta- 
tioned at Hickman and a call for 500 
laborers to aid in sandbagging the 
levee was sent out. It is hoped to have 
most of the workmen on hand tomor- 
row morning, as engineers believed the 
time element was among the most im- 
portant in the situation. 


Flee From Danzer. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 15 (By A. P.). 
Through driving rain tonight levee 
guards along Arkansas streams and 
| levee engineers in the Hickman (Ky) 
and Memphis districts of tke Missis- 

sippi river patroled the great dykes 
| or fought the inrushing waters as the 
greatest flood in history moved down 
the drainage arteries. 

Five hundred women and children, 
| Carrying their household goods and 
| driving live stock ahead of them, moved 
out of a new danger south of Hick- 
man. Twelve hundred men were work- 
ing on a 10-mile stretch of levees there. 

Columbus, Ky., was. inundated 10 to 
15 feet as the water sougkt its level 
behind a broken levee. It was feared 
the Hickman levees could not hold 
all the water in sight. 

Thousands of acres of lowlands in 
the basins of the Arkansas, White and 
St. Francis rivers were under water in 
Arkansas. Hundreds of inhabitants 
were refugees in more elevated portions 
of the valleys, and other hundreds 


watched the turbulent tides swirling 
in or about their homes. 


Close Guard Kept. 


From Cottonwood Point, 110 miles 
'north of Memphis, to the mouth of the 
White, 50 miles south of Helena, the 
government levees of the Mississippi 
were reported in prime condition But 
their keepers mustered in every man 
and all machinery available to guard 
them against the ever-increasing weight 
of water that has been leaning heavily 
upon them for four weeks. 

The Arkansas river reached 36.1 feet 
at Fort Smith, the highest stage in 94 
years. Motor traffic through the river 
valleys, where rain has been falling for 
days, is almost at a standstill, and 
train service has been interrupted at 
many points. 

The White river levee at Jacksonport 
went out early today, and a break near 
Clarendon was feared. 

Just below Hornersville, Mo., in 
northeastern Arkansas, the west side 
of Big lake levee on the St. Francis 
collapsed. “Stages much above flood

SOVIET AND SWISS 


END 4-VEAR DISPUTE 
IN VOROVGKY DEATH 


Geneva Offers Regrets 
for Killing of Envoy 
~. From Moscow. 


AGREEMENT SIGNED 
IN GERMAN CAPITAL 


Russia Has Refused to Attend 
Any League Meetings as 
Result of Shooting. 


Moscow, Russia, April 15 (By A. P.). 
The soviet foreign office tonight an- 
nounced the signing of an agreement 
today at Berlin adjusting the long- 
standing controversy between soviet 
Russia and Switzerland over the as- 
sassination of Vaslav Vorovsky, soviet 
representative at the Lauzanne con- 
ference in 1923. 

The announcement said that 
Switzerland had expressed regret for 
the assassination of Vorovsky by 
Maurice Conradi, a Swiss engineer, who 
later was acquitted, and for the wound- 
ing of Harmann Ahrens, Russian press 
representative and companion of Vo- 
rovsky at the time of the assassination. 

The agreement, the foreign office an- 
nouncement added, provided for mon- 
etary compensation of the family of 
the slain soviet representative. 


Ever since the assassination of Vas- 
lav Vorovsky on Swiss soil in 1923 and 
the subsequent acquittal by a Swiss 
jury of Maurice Conradi, his slayer, 
the soviet government has refused to 
accept invitations from the League of 
Nations to attend league conferences 
of any kind held in Switzerland. 

Vorovsky and two companions, in- 
cluding Ahrens, were shot by Conradi 
and an accomplice while in a restau- 
rant in Lausanne on May 10, 1923, 
during the Lausanne conference. The 
assassination caused a profound im- 
pression in official circles in Moscow, 
which was greatly heightened when 
Conradi was acquitted after he had 
made the plea that he had just provo- 
cation for his act through the fact that 
his uncle and several members of his 


j family had been killed by the bolshe- 


vists. 

Efforts were made by the soviet 
government to show that the Swiss 
had not supplied sufficient protection 
and that the soviet envoy had been 
subject to discourtesy, a courier from 
Moscow being held up with dispatches 
for him and other obstructions being 
placed in' his way. 

After Conradi’s acquittal, Switzer- 
land was placed permanently on the 
black list by the soviet government 
Previous efforts to patch up the dif- 
ferences between the two governments 
came to naught, but the matter has 
been more or less in process of nego- 
tiation for some time. 

Russia is not a member of the League 
of Nations, but, like the United States, 
has been invited to various conferences 
of the league.

PARACHUTE SAVES FLIER 
NO PLANE FALLS IN RIVER 


Lieut. S. A. McClellan Has to 
Push Away Crumpled Wing 
Before Jumping. 


DIVED FROM 6,000 FEET 


Lieut. Stephen A. McClellan, a marine 
corps reserve officer living at 822 
Eighteenth street, yesterday had the 
presence of mind to leap and open his 
parachute as the plane he was piloting 
in a test flight for the Eberhardt Air- 
plane Manufacturing Corporation, of 
Buffalo, crumpled beneath him at an 
altitude of 6,000 feet. He landed un- 
hurt in the Potomac river near Hains 
Point. 

Lieut. McClellan, 25 years old, who is 
employed as an experimental pilot in 
the bureau of standards, was engaged a 
few days ago by Cleburne Eberhardt. 
manufacturer of the plane, to demon- 
strate the ship before naval officials 
previous to submitting it to the test 
board of the Navy Department for in- 
spection and trial in competition with 
the Boening and Curtiss planes, also 
being tested at the naval air station. 

At 11 o’clock yesterday morning 
Lieut. McClellan took off on the demon- 
stration flight. Attaining an altitude 
of 6,000 feet, he went into a vertical 
dive, with the motor racing at full 
speed. Just exactly what happened 
first is not known, even to McClellan 
himself. In describing the fall, Lieut. 
McCJelian said: : 

“It just went to pieces on me. I felt 
something go. Then something else. 
I guess it was a wing came back at me, 
covering the cockpit. I stood up and 
pushed on the obstruction with all my 
strength and it gave way. Then I 
hopped over the side. After turning 
over twice I found the parachute cord 
and gave it a yank. The rest was éasy, 
except getting wet. Gosh, that water 
is cold.”

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LONG QUAKE ROCKS 
CALIFORNIA CITIES 


Los Angeles, Santa Monica 
and Long Beach Feel a 
20-Second Temblor. 


Los Angeles, Cal., April 15 (By A. P.). 
An earthquake, light in force but of 
unusually long duration, shook Los An- 
geles and suburbs at about 6:48 o’clock 
tonight. 

Although the tremor was felt by 
few persons in the business district of 
Los Angeles, it seemed more pro- 
nounced to the southwest and gave 
houses and buildings at Santa Monica 
and Sawtelle a distinct shaking, rat- 
tling windows’ and setting chandeliers 
swinging. 

The earthquake lasted twenty sec- 
onds, although some reported it to be 
in two shocks with a second’s inter- 
mission. 

At Long Beach the tremor was fairly 
pronounced, rattling doors and shak- 
ing windows. The quake was extremely 
light at Avalon, on Santa Catalina 
island. So far as is known there was 
no damage at any point. 


Experts Have Trouble

Berlin, April 15 (A. A. P.).—Difficulties 
have beset the efforts of military ex- 
perts of the allied countries to com- 
plete the work of destroying the Ger- 
man fortifications in accordance with 
the treaty of Versailles.

SOUTH CHINA PARTY SPLIT; 
NEW CIVIL WAR FORECAST: 
CHEN’S REPLY DEFIES U. S. _ 


Chiang’s Moderates to 
Set Up Government 
of Own, Is Belief. 


ARREST OF RADICALS 
AT HANKOW SOUGHT 


Communistic Leaders Are 
Impeached at Meeting 
in Nanking. 


Shanghai, China, April 15 (By A. P.). 
The moderates within the Cantonese 
regime today definitely broke with the 
communistic element that has been 
controlling the civil government at 
Hankow, 

The break, coming in the midst of a 
steady drive by the northerners, along 
the Yangtze river to regain the terri- 
tory lost. to the Cantonese armies in 
the past few weeks, now presents the 
possibility of civil war within civil war 
to add to the already tangled skein of 
China’s destiny. 

With the long-threatened split with- 
in the ranks of the Cantonese now & 
reality, the new alignment of Cantonese 
leaders overshadowed the reply of Eu- 
gene Chen, Cantonese foreign minister 
at Hankow, the demands of the powers 
for an apology and reparation for the 
Nanking disorders of March 24. 

Chen’s reply, delivered to the consul 
general of the United States, Great 
Britain, France, Japan and Italy last 
night, suggesting the creation of an 
international commission to settle re- 
sponsibility for the Nanking outrages, 
presents a problem of whether Hankow, 
in view of the moderates’ break with 
the leaders there, can be considered as 
authoritatively representing the Can- 
toneses government. 


Radical Leaders Impeached. 


Today's split between the moderates 
and radicals was made at a meeting of 
leading figures of the Kuomintang 
(Cantonese political party) at Nanking, 
called by the moderate leader, Gen. 
Chiang Kai-Shek, Cantonese generalige: 
sim-, and came with dramatic sudden- 
ness, Resolutions of impeachment 
against almost a score of radical lead- 
ers of the Cantonese government at 
Hankow were adopted almost im- 
mediately. 

Word of the impeachment resolutions, 
received through Quo Tai-Chi, Canton- 
ese commissioner for foreign affairs at 
Shanghai, indicated that Gen. Chiang 
and his supporters would establish a 
new government at Nanking. 

The resolutions demanded that cer- 
tain radical leaders be arrested as “dis- 
turbers of the public order in China.” 
Among those mentioned by name were 
Michael Borodin, the Russian who has 
been acting as adviser to Cantonese 
government; George Hsu Chien, minis- 
ter of justice; Chen Tu-Hsiu, leader 
of the Chinese communist party; Tung 
Ping-Shan, minister of agriculture; 
Teng Yen-Ta, notorious agitator, and 


fifteen others less known. 


’ Chen Is Not Mentioned. 


Foreign Minister Chen was not men- 
tioned in the resolutions, speakers at 
the conference asserting that he was 
not actually communist, but was mere- 
ly a tool used by Borodin and the other 
radical leaders. 

The quickness with which the im- 
peachment resolutions were adopted 
caused surprise because it had been re- 
ported that there were plans to delay 
the meeting to await the arrival of 
more delegates from Hankow. The con- 
ference, however, was said to have been 
attended by a majority of the central] 
control committee of the Kuomintang, 
Chinese sources also declaring that a

1,5, DESTROYER SHELLS. 
TROOPS ALONG YANGTZE 


The Ford, Struck Many Times, 
Silences Fire; Protects 
Standard Oil Craft. 


BRITISH CRUISER HELPS 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The destroyer John D. Ford yester- 
day fired upon Chinese northern 
troops, using her ¢-inch guns, loaded 
with shrapnel shells and silencing the 
fire which the Chinese had directed 
upon the Standard Oil ship Melan. 

Official reports on the incident 
reaching the Navy Department said 
the northern troops were entrenched 
abreast the Ford in the Yangtze river 
opposite Nanking and had been firing 
upon the oil ship and exchanging 
shots with Chinese nationalist troops 
On the Nanking side of the river. 

The Ford at first returned the fire 
with its machine guns, the report said, 
and the British cruiser Emerald, an- 
chored alongside, also turned its 
machine guns upon the Chin- 
ese. The Chinese ceased firing at the 
Melan and concentrated upon the 
Ford, which was hit in many places 
but suffered no casualties to its crew 
or material damage to itself. 

The action, the second in which the 
British cruiser Emerald has joined with 
American destroyers in bombarding 
Chinese, was reported by Admiral Will- 
jams, commanding American forces in 
China, who forwarded a dispatch from 
Rear Admiral Hough, commanding the 
Yangtze patrol. 

Admiral Hough said Cantonese forces 
on the Nanking side of the river had 
been exchanging fire with the northern 
troops, using field guns and rifles. An

DIVISION IN CABINET 
ON POLICY IS DENIED 


President Says Members Are . 
Agreed as to Wisdom of 
Course Pursued. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

Salient developments in the Chinese 
situation yesterday brought President 
Coolidge into the kaleidoscopic picture 
besides adding a grave and militant as- 
pect to the latest reported events. 

They were as follows: 

First—Eugene Chen, foreign minister 
of the nationalist government, has de- 
livered. a politely worded but defiant 
reply to the identic notes which Secre- 
tary of State Kellogg and the other four 
powers addressed to him concerning 
the Nanking incident. The Chen note 
follows the forecast made earlier this 
week in The Post. 

Second—President Coolidge, through 
the White House spokesman, declined 
to comment on the note but appealed 
to the press for support and emphasized 
that newspaper reports at this time 
might prove harmful, if they stressed 
speculation as to American opposition 
to the Kellogg policy. 


No Cabinet Disagreement. 


Coincidentally, the White House 
spokesman said that there was no dis- 
agreement in the cabinet over the Kel- 
logg program; that Secretary Kellogg 
was not going to resign and that if he 
did resign Secretary of Commerce Hoov- 
er was not going to succeed him. 

Third: Official report reached the Navy 
Department of another incident when 
Ameriean ships in Chinese waters went 
into action, together with the British, 
the destroyer John D. Ford using her 
4-inch guns loaded with shrapnel 
against northern Chinese troops in the 
Yangtze river opposite Nanking whi 
were éndangering the Standard Oil 
ship Meilan in skirmishes they were 
conducting with the nationalists. The 
British crulser Emerald assisted the 
American destroyer in bombarding the 
Chinese, according to reports from 
Admiral Williams, commanding the 
American naval forces in China. Amerl- 
can Consul Davis, who was at Nanking 
when the British and American bome- 
bardment preceded the evacuation o8 
refugees, was aboard the destroyer Ford. 

At first the British and American 
warships used only machine guns, 
whereupon the Chinese ceased firing on 
the Standard Oil ship and directed their 
firing at the Ford, which was hit many 
times but suffered no casualties oF 
damages. 


Split is Not Held Possible. 


In discussing stories of the cabinet 
split over Secretary Kellogg’s policy of 
having the United States naval forces 
followed a joint action program, ine 
stead of being utilized as independent 
American forces, the White House 
spokesman referred to Secretary Hoover 
because press reports yesterday, for 
some unexplained reason, reported that 
Mr. Hoover had disagreed with the Sec- 
retary of State. No mention was made 
by the spokesman for the President of 
the attitude Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur had taken with respect to main- 
tafning the independence of the Ameri- 
can naval forces in Chinese waters, but 
the spokesman said he did not think @ 
so-called split in his cabinet would in 
any event be possible. 

Matters in the cabinet are taken up, 
it was explained, and each member ig 
asked to give kis opinion, but the 
President's policy of letting each cable 
net member run his own department, 
under the President’s supervision, of 
course, made it difficult for one member 
of the cabinet to tell another member 
what ought to be done in the latter’s 
department. And it was added that all 
cabinet members have areed that Sece 
retary Kellogg followed the right 
cours® and that this course has the 
President’s approval. 

Chen Would Make Amends. 

The reply from Eugene Chen is pre- 
cisely along the line forecast by The 
Post. He will make amends for the at- 
tack on the American consulate, which 
he condemns. And he will make repa- 
ration for injuries to Americans and 
foreigners, but will insist tipon an im- 
partial investigation of responsibility 
for damage done, and will not punish 
Chinese officers until their responsi- . 
bility is proven, and he severely cone 
demns the bombardment of the une 
fortified city of Nanking by the naval 
forces of the United States, suggesting 
that a commission of injury investi- 
gate the circumstances of the bombard- 
ment, 

The text of Eugene Chen’s reply is 
as follows: 

“One. The minister of foreign affairs 
of the nationalist government is in re- 
ceipt of the United States government's 
note dated April 11, 1927, formulating 
terms ‘for the prompt settlement of 
the situation created by the outrages 
against American nationals commite 
ted by the nationalist troops at Nane 
king on the 24th of March last.’

When the last Congress adjourned it 
had before it the question of appro- 
priating funds for a police court build- 
Ing at the intersection of Fourth and E 
streets, but investigation made it evi- 
dént that the police court would re- 
quire a much larger structure than 
could be built conveniently at that lo- 
cation, which would not allow for fu- 
ture expansion of the court’s activities. 
The site was not accepted. 

First tentative plans and drawings 
for the new Internal Revenue building 
to be bullt between Tenth, Twelfth, B 
and C streets were submitted to the 
commission at its closing session yester- 
day by Undersecretary of the Treasury 
Mills, but no action was taken on them. 
They will be taken under consideration 
in connection with the commission’s 
study for buildings in the entire Fed- 
eral triangle between Fifteenth, B and 
Third streets and Pennsylvania avenue, 


Building of Classic Design. 


Sketches provide for a classic bulld- 
ing, approximately 350 feet square, with 
six stories, roof balustrade similar to 
the White House, colonnade front, and 
conforming in height to the Nationa! 
museum nearby. 

Commissioners were also in confer- 
ence with David Lynn, Capitol archi- 
tect, relative to development of Union 
Station plaza north of the Capitol.

This design was ap- 
proved by the commission of fine arts, 
but met with objection in official cir- 
cles on the ground that it detracted 
from the amphitheater. 

Several modifications were submit- 
ted, but no appropriation has been 
made to cover cost of completion, $50,- 
000 for this purpose being lost in the 
second deficiency bill, which failed to 
pass the last Congress. 

Plans for two swimming pools in Mc- 
Kinley Manual Training school grounds 
were approved and garden treatment 
for the lower retaining wall of Meridian 
Hill park facing W street, and appro- 
priate entrances at Fifteenth and W 
streets were also considered. Plans for 
completion of the lower garden in- 
cluding a series of cascades, a reflect- 
ing pool, and a statue to President 
James Buchanan have already been 
approved. On July 1 $100,000 will be 
available towards completion of the 
lower gardens. 

The commissioners inspected the Vir- 
ginia approach to Arlington Memorial, 
considering it in connection with a 
plan for developmefit of Greater Arling- 
ton. They also visited the site of the 
projected national arboretum at Mount 
Hamilton. A request of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Co. for a small 
triangular space along Water street 
southwest, near the intersection of 
Fourteenth street for additional track- 
age, was referred to the commission by 
the Treasury Department and will be 
taken under consideration.

Prince Yi, of Korea, son of the late 
Emperor of Korea, is planning to visit 
the United States in the late summer 
on his return to Japan from a trip 
to Europe, it was learned yesterday. 
He will be accompanied by Princess 
Yi, who before her marriage was Prin- 
cess Masako, of Japan, daughter of 
Prince Nashimoto, and by Princess To- 
kujyu, sister of the prince. 

Plans for a trip to Europe and the 
United States had been made two 
years ago, but were first prevented by 
the death of the former Emperor Yi 
Wang of Koreg while the recent fatal 
illness of Emperor YOshito of Japan 
forced another postponement of ,.the 
trip, which had been set for early this 
year.

The demands for an ‘apology 
in writing by the commander in chief 
of the nationalist army, including an 
expressed written undertaking to re- 
frain from all forms of violence and 
agitation against foreign lives and 
property,’ is, so far as an apology is 
concerned, justified only on the proof 
of nationalist guilt for the disturbances 
at Nanking. The nationalist govern- 
ment, therefore, propose that the ques- 
tion of an apology should also wait the 
determination of the question of guilt 
either by the government inquiry now in 
progress or by the proposed interna- 
tional commission of inquiry. In the 
meantime, the nationalist government 
hereby repeat@ the expression of pro- 
found regret which the minister for 
foreign affairs communicated to the 
United States government directly it 
was reported to him that the American 
consulate at Nanking had been vio- 
lated. 

“Six. The nationalist government, as 
a responsible governing body, naturally 
can not countenance the use, in any 
form, of violence and agitation against 
foreign lives and property. Indeed, the 
protection of foreign lives and property 
has been repeatedly declared to be the 
settled ‘policy of the nationalist gov- 
ernment. The proper authorities of the 
nationalist army will, of course, be in- 
structed not only to give a written un- 
dertaking in this sense, but to see that 
effective measures are taken to afford, 
proper protection to foreign lives and 
property. ' 


Unequal Treaties Are Blamed. 


“Seven. The nationalist government, 
however, would be lacking in candor 
if they should fail to regard and em- 
phasize that the best guarantee for 
the effective protection of American 
and other foreign lives and property 
in China lies in the removal of the 
fundamental cause of the present trou- 
bled relations between nationalist 
China and the powers who continue to 
sustain the regime of the unequal 
treaties. It is these inequitable trea- 
ties that constitute the chief danger 
to foreign lives and property in China, 
and this danger will persist as long as 
effective government is rendered diffi- 
cult by foreign insistence on condi- 
tions which are at once a humiliation 
and a menace to a nation that has 
known greatness and is today con- 
scious of renewed strength. 

“Eight. The nationalist government, 
accordingly, are prepared and ready to 
appoint delegates to negotiate with

At the same time, Admiral Williams 
advised the department that he had 
ordered the destroyers Simpson, Mac- 
Leish and McCormick from Manila to 
Shanghai. 

The cruiser Cincinnati, armed with 
6-inch rifles, will head a United States 
force of 10 ships at Hankow. Seven 
naval vessels already are there. 

The general strike at Shanghai, Ad- 
miral Williams said, apparently was 
waning with the seamen’s union and 
millworkers’ union endeavoring to hold 
their men on.strike. Trade and bus 
services were operating on almost nor- 
mal schedules. 

There was no disorder in the Shang- 
hai international settlement and Ad- 
miral Williams said it was his opinion 
that the measures taken by Cantonese 
Officials in the native section of that 
city have had an excellent effect. 

Admiral Williams reported the dis- 
patch of the destroyer Rizal from Ma- 
nila to Swatow, but gave no details of 
conditions at Swatow.

Internationale Denounces | 
Chiang for F ighting Reds 


M w, April 15 (By A. P.).—Chiang 
Kai-Shek, commanding chief of the 
Cantonese armies, has come under the 
fire of the communist internationale. 
His break with the radical branch of 
the Cantonese political organization is 
roundly denounced by the international 
in a manifesto published in all the 
morning papers here. — ’ 

Protesting against “imperialism” in 
general, the manifesto classifies Chiang 
among the imperialists for having “sold 
himself to the foreigners, disarmed the 
workers and shot hundreds, including 
women and children.” 

The League of Nations also is at- 
tacked as “the most hypocritical body 
ever assembled.” The manifesto con- 
cludes .that proletarians must impede 
by every means the movement of arms 
and troops to China. 

Practically all. the morning papers 
print warnings against the danger to 
the cause of revolution in China by 
“treachery” within the ranks of the 
Cantonese. 

Hankow, April 15 (By A. P.).—Resolu- 
tions denouncing the “counter revolu- 
tionary activities” of Gen. Chiang Kai- 
Shek and demanding that he be over- 
thrown as commander in chief of the 
Cantonese armies, were passed at a mass 
meeting here today. 

The overthrow of Chiang was de- 
manded on account of his “disrespect 
toward the central executive committee, 
disobedience to the government’s orders 
in calling the illegal Nanking conven- 
tion (of the Cantonese political or- 
ganization) and communicating with 
the enemies of the revolution.” 

Punishment of Chiang’s followers is 
also demanded, they being accused of 
killing’ laborites. 

Gen. Chen Chien, in command of the 
Cantonese when they captured Nan- 
King, in a statement through the na- 
tionalist news agency, disclaims re- 
sponsibility for the outrages at Nan- 
king on March 24.

Adherents Are Lining Up. 


Already reports have been received 
from various sections of Cantonese- 
controlled portions of China of the 
lining up of adherents of the moderate 
and radical factions. 

A mass meeting at Hankow de- 
nounced General Chiang and his sup- 
porters as “counter revolutionists” and 
invited Feng Yu-Hsiang, once known as 
the “Christian general” and reputedly 
a@ radical, to join forces with the Han- 
kow radicals to fight Chiang. Previously 
& mass meeting had denounced Chiang 
for his activities in the past few days 
in raiding labor headquarters in Shang- 
hai and neighboring cities. 

These resolutions also denounced 
Chiang for calling: the meeting, which 
was described as “illegal,” and for “‘dis- 
respect toward the central executive 
committee and communicating with 
enemies of the revolution.” In addi- 
tion, about 90,000 workers are on strike 
in Shanghai in protest against Chiang’s 
labor raids made to destroy the power 
of the “Reds” within the union. 


Commanders for Chiang. 


On the other hand, dispatches from 
Chungking, Szechwan province, say 
that seven commanders of Cantonese 
troops have issued a joint circular de- 
Claring their support of Chiang and 
their opposition to the communists, 
with the announcement that they will 
adhere to the principles laid down by 
the late Dr. Sun Yat-Sen, the Canton- 
ese revolutionary leader. 

While the situation of foreigners in 
Shanghai was quiet today, the United 
States cruiser Cincinnati and the de- 
Stroyer Preble were sent to Hankow, 
assumably to protect Americans there 
as they evacuate the city. They will be 
reinforced by the destroyer Noa, which 
will leave tomorrow. 

Only meager reports of fighting be- 
tween the Cantonese armies and the 
northerners were received from the 
Yangtze front. It was reported that 
the Cantonese had recapturéd Pukow, 
on the north bank of the river opposite 
Nanking, but firing across the river be- 
tween Pukow and Nanking apparently 
belied this report. The Cantonese also 
were reported to have recaptured Peng- 
pu in Anhwei province, but this could 
not be confirmed. 


Many Vessels Are Fired On. 
Meanwhile all vessels, including for- 


eign warships, plying the Yangtze inj‘ 


the zone of fighting, have been subject 
to fire from both banks of the river. In 
one case it was reported the British 
gunboat Mantis, fired on from the south 
bank, replied with machine guns. 

The protest of the soviet consul gen- 
tral in Shanghai last week against the 
picketing of the soviet consulate by 
municipal police was replied to this 
afternoon by the municipal council of 
the international settlement. The re- 
ply reiterated statements that the con- 
sulate was placed under surveillance 
because it was feared that hostile feel- 
ing aganist the soviet consul general in 
Shanghai might be endangered by the 
reports of the recent. raids against the 
soviet embassy compound in Peking by 
the northerners.

Endurance of Body. 


Reporting on experiments to deter- 
mine the efficiency of the human 
body as a machine, Dr. L. J. Hender- 
son, of Massachusetts General hospital, 
said it had been found that the body, 
in fair condition, is able to operate 
smoothly and steadily under a load 
that is ten times normal. 

The experiments, he said, were made 
upon men in different physical condi- 
tions, among them Clarence Demar, the 
marathon runner.

Former British Premier Evades 
Official Welcome at New 
bie City Hall. 


IS - GREETED BY URCHINS 


New York, April 15 (By A. P.)— 
James Ramsay Macdonald, former labor 


premier of Great Britain, came to the 
United States on a sentimental journey 
today and elected to receive his first 
real welcome *-om ragged urchins in 
the street. 

The British statesman could not 
avoid an official welcome, for the 
mayor's -reception committee for dis- 
tinguished guests attended to that, ahd 
brought him to the battery on a mu- 
nicipal tug, but when he was free, he 
drove with his daughter, Ishbel, to the 
Henry Street settlement in the heart 
of the East Side, where the Macdonalds 
are to be the guests of Miss Lillian D. 
Wald. The former prime minister side- 
stepped entirely the usual ceremonies 
at City hall, where visiting dignitaries 
are made formally welcome. 

One limousine is a rarity in the vi- 
cinity of the Henry Street settlement 
house, and a fleet ig unknown, so the 
arrival of Mr. Macdonald and his 
daughter was the signal for some wide- 
eyed staring from the children in the 
street. Their admiration for the man 

and his equipage won them a cheerful 
smile and vigorous wave of the hand. 

Mr. MacDonald made it plain that 
sentiment and not politics dictated the 
voyage bringing him here. He sought, 
he said, the benefit of a stay at sea 
and ten days in the United States to 
live again the days of 31 years ago 
when he traveled on his honeymoon 
the road he is now traveling with his 
daughter. 

The schedule of his brief stay will 
include a visit to an American woman 
in New England who entertained him 
and Mrs. MacDonald when they came 
on their wedding journey. She has not 
been identified. 

Mr. MacDonald told reporters that 
the English government had “serious- 
ly bungled the Chinese situation.” 

The bungle, he added, consisted in 
“throwing defensive troops into China 
to perform a service that should have 
been handled in a police way.” 

The present government in England, 
he said, has failed because it is in- 
competent, and that it represents. a 
class, and “under it the affairs of the 
country have gone from bad to worse.’ 

The labor party in England, he said, 
has become greatly strengthened in the 
last twelve months, and English public 
opinion, augmented by the extension 
of suffrage to women of 21 years or 
over, will hasten the return of the 
labor party to power.

“PEACHES” IS DENIED 
ALIMONY BY COURT 


Signing Permanent Separa- 
tion, Judge Says She De- 
serted Browning Willfully. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., April 15 (By A. 
P.).—The judgment granting a perma- 
nent separation to Edward West 
Browning from his wife, Frances Hee- 
nan (Peaches) Browning, was signed 
by Supreme Court Justice Seeger to- 
day. 

With the signing of the decree, 
“Peaches’” separation allowance of $300 
@ week ceased. 

The court also allowed Henry Ep- 
stein, Mrs. Browning’s attorney, an ad- 
ditional counsel fee of $2,500, together 
with $1,884 for expenses in conducting 
the litigation. 

In his Judgment Justice Seeger dis- 
missed the counterclaim of the de- 
fendant, Mrs. Browning, and dismissed 
also for failure of proof the plaintiff's 
charges of cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment. He based the separation order 
“on the ground of abandonment,” add- 
ing that “the defendant, having will- 


‘fully and intentionally abandoned the 


plaintiff? without cause or justification 
on her part, the defendant is not en- 
titled to any maintenance or support 
against the plaintiff.”

It was here that the 
audience laughed. The entire compo- 
sition. was a realistic treatment of its 
gubject with tortured harmonies, with 
more than hint of jolting, rattling 
metal, or crash, and of continued life. 

The subtitles running through the 
manuscript tell the story: “Dawn in 
Detroit — Chanticleer announces the 
dawn, the city stirs, the call to labor; 

“March of the toilers; 

“Din of the builders; 

“Birth of hero—The hero emerges 
from the welter, full-fledged, ready for 
service, he tries his metal; 

“The hero wanders forth into the 
great world in search of adventure; 

“May night by the roadside (Ameri- 
ca’s romance); 

“The joy-riders (America’s frolic); 

“The collision (America’s tragedy); 

“Phoenix Americanus, the hero 
righted and shaken, proceeds on his 
way with redoubled energy, typical of 
the indomitable American spirit.” 

Mr. Converse, whose reputation for 
orchestration is established, has said- 

“I did it just for fun, just to amuse 
myself. When Honegger's ‘Pacific 231’ 
came out I said to myself that we in 
this country surely had something far 
more representative of the land, with 
far more possibilities for literary or 
musical treatment, than a mountain 
locomotive.” 

The fantasia will be played at two 
more concerts by the Boston Symphony 
orchestra.

Suit to Void Leases 
By Ship Board Fails 


New York, April 15 (By A. P.).—The 
injunction suit brought by John C. 
Hackett to void leases made to the 
government through the United States 
Shipping Board to terminal and dock- 
age facilities at army bases in Boston, 
Brooklyn, Philadelphia and Norfolk was 
dismissed ‘today by Federal Judge 
Winslow.

PRAY AGAIN EXAMINED

JURY TEST IS POSSIBLE 


New York, April 15 (By A. P.).—Hen- 
ry Judd Gray, the New Jersey corset 
salesman who is scheduled to go on 
trial Monday with Mrs. Ruth Snyder 
for the murder of her husband, 
Queens village art editor, underwent 
the second sanity test in two days to- 
day. 

Yesterday two alienists for the State 
and two retained by his own counsel 
questioned Gray. The examination was 
continued today. The results were not 
made public. 

It was intimated that blood tests 
and analysis of the accused man’s 
spina! fluid may be resorted to, in addi- 
tion to the mental examination, in 
order to determine his condition. 

Reports were current that if the four 
doctors agreed the corset salesman was 
insane he would be sent to Mattewan 
and Mrs Snyder would go on trial 
alone. If they disagreed, as it was in- 
dicated would be the case, it was 
thought possible Justice Scudder might 
order a preliminary trial jury to deter- 
mine whether Gray is sane and there- 
fore in condition to be tried for murder. 

Before today’s examination District 
Attorney Newcombe, who will prosecute 
the case, told the doctors retained by 
the State to “forget who hired you. A 
human life is at stake.”

Levees Suffer Damage. 


New Orleans, April 15 (By A. P.).— 
Warned that the flood in the Missis- 
sippi river “will be the greatest on rec- 
ord,” residents of the lower valley were 
making strenuous efforts to confine the 
waters to the Man-made Darriers as 
the crest of the flood approached. 

The river today flicked off portions of 
levees at Plaquemine and workers 
filled the threatened breach with sand- 
bags. Concrete facings at Port Allen 
slid into the stream and more sandbags 
were thrown into the cavity. Other 
crews were dispatched to strengthen 
weak spots. 

At Burnside, College Point and Geis- 
mar, on the east bank, crews were rein- 
forcing the walls. At Donaldsonville 
similar activities were in progress. 
Engineers at New Orleans continued 
to assert that the levees in the vicinity 
would hold. However, at Esplanade ave- 
nue, twelve blocks below Canal street, 
in the center of the city, sandbags -and 
a revetment already have been thrown 
into position to meet the emergency. 
At that point the level of the water 
had reached within a few inches of the 
top of the levee and occasional waves 
from passing steamers or gusts of wind 
licked the bottom of the sandbags. The 
river has almost three feet to rise be- 
fore it reaches the crest forecast today. 
The revised prediction called for a stage 
of from 22.5 to 23.2 between May 3 and 
15. 

There was no fear for the safety of | 
New Orleans, however, the levees. pro- | 
tecting the city have been raised. since | 
the 1922 flood, and even should the 
river go over the top in places, the city’s 
pumping system was believed by engi- 
neers to be suffcient to care for the 
overflow. 


Floods in’ Wlinois. 


St. Louis, April 15 (By A. P.).—The 
Mississippi river, swollen by torrentiul 
rains, tonight was near or past the 
highest flood stage on record at points 
from St. Louis to Cairo, Ill., where the 
Ohio river, also at flood stage, added 
its great bulk of water and threatencd 
the worst flood in history in the lower 
Mississipp! valley. 

Residents of Reynoldsville, Ill., have 
been driven from. their homes by the 
inundation of 50,000 acres of land in 
the drainage. districts south of the Big 


sissippi. 

The water pouring over the Big 
Muddy levee, was expected’ to fill the 
district tonight and flow from there 
into the Clear ‘creek district, compris- 
ing 40,000 acres, and thence into the 
East Cape Girardeau district of 10,000 
acres, in which are the small towns of

The Market Guide

HE spring season begins to offer 
many of the more attractive fresh 
vegetables in spite of rather than 

because of, the decided ups and downs 
of the weather man’s chart. Fresh 
foods continue to stay at rather pro- 
hibitive figures for Easter marketing, 
but one or two of the more usual 
products are now about at the low 
point and therefore available for pre- 
serving. In the main grapefruit has 
reached this point, selling for 10 cents 
each for the larger heavy fruits and 
three and even four for a quarter of 
the smaller but still heavy, firm 
fruits. 

We are awed at the price of lima 
beans, $1 a quart, but find some rea- 
son in a fourth of a quart selling for 
25 cents if we wish this delicacy merely 
to combine with other less expensive 
vegetables for a combination spring 
Salad or a vegetable aspic. New okra 
for this combination of vegetables may 
be had at 50 cents the quart or 15 
cents the half-pint basket. 

New beets are slowly seeping into 
our food stalls in three bunch groups 
selling at 25 cents, and new spinach, 
the adventurer from Norfolk of the 
spinach family, is priced at two pounds 
for a quarter. 

Of the vegetables that have come to 
us over an expanse of water probably 
fresh limes from Cuba are most note- 
worthy. Hardly can lemons take the 
place in our iced drinks of this small 
cousin of the lemon family, and now 
that summer is close on Washingtoh- 
lans, we may expect a need of limes, 
whose price will be lower considerably | 
se its present 40 cents a dozen pin- 
nacie. 


Asparagus Still High. 


Asparagus, still one of the delicacies | 
of spring, is still high because of the 
cold nights of the immediate past that 
have prevented its growth. Priced at 
50 cents @ small bunch and 75 cents a 
large bunch, it is still tempting, but 
extravagant from the point of view of 
the economical housewife. 

Broilers weighing about 2 pounds 
each are selling at 50 cents a pound, 
and capon, as has been said, is cheaper 
than it has been in some years, selling 
for 50 cents a pound also. Spring lamb 
that is small, well flavored and de- 
cidedly a delicacy is priced prohibitively 
at 65 cents a pound, but to offset its 
extravagant figure we discover prime 
ribs of beef to be selling for a more 
than unusually modest sum of 35 cents 
& pound either rolled or unrolled, pro- 
vided it is weighed before the bone is 
removed. 

Of the three lettuces—chicory, ro- 
maine and iceberg—the last continues 
to be the most popular, and is to be 
had in splendid firm heads that cross 
the continent to us from California 
for 20 cents the head. Romaine is 
more modest at 15 cents a head or two 
for a quarter, and chicory sells at 15 
ae eg ggp 

Omatoes may well be kept aw 
from, in that the season from ade oan 
Southland is new and the product 
therefore high—ranging around 25 
cents a pound. Strawberries are a bit 
phigher than they have been,.in that 
they come from North Carolina. They 
Sell for 40 cents a quart in the ma-

California p‘neapplés, less delicious 
possibly than the Hawaiian variety, 
may nevertheless be found worth buy- 
inZ at 50 cents at this time, and if we 
are willing to wait to serve the delicacy, 
they will be found equally delicious 
and less expensive during the mid- 
summer months at 30 and 35 cents 
each. 

Wind and rain have kept the fish 
high throughout the District, and we 
find roe at $1.25 a rather expensive 
delicacy, and shad, whether buck or 
with roe, is still high at 35 and 40 
cents the pound. Frogs begin to put 
in an appearance as do soft crabs—the 
latter selling for approximately 25 cents 
each, and the former at 50 cents each, 
this is for the jumbo variety of frog.

I wish very much to help 
you with that planning and to suggest 
to you a way to budget your food 
money very easily and simply, that you

CHEN’S REPLY. 

The reply of Eugene Chen, Cantonese for- 
sign minister, to the demands simultaneously 
made by the United States, Great Britain, 
Japan, France and Italy for reparations and 
apologies for the outrages at Nanking, is very 


ingenious, The powers have not only obtained 


little satisfaction, but the interchange of notes 
is made the occasion for reiterating the na- 


tionalist demand for abolition of the old 


treaties. 


Minister Chen in his note to the United 


ates agrees to make good all damage done 
» the United States consulate at Nanking, 
whether or not such damage was done by the 


northern rebels or others.’ As to reparation 


for injuries and damages to American citizens, 
Chen agrees to make reparation except in 
vases where it can be proved that the injuries 
and damages were caused by the British and 


American bombardment or by northern rebels. 
Regarding the punishment of commanders of 
troops responsible for the outrages, Chen 
states that an inquiry is now being conducted, 
and he invites the United States to join the 
Cantonese government in instituting an inter- 
national commission of inquiry. He also sug- 
gests that a commission of inquiry be appointed 
“investigate the circumstances of the 
bombardment of the unfortified city of Nan- 
king by the naval forces of the United States.” 

The demand for an apology from the Can- 
tonese commander in chief and a written un- 
dertaking to refrain from further violence to 
foreigners is disposed of by Minister Chen by 


_ to 


stating that, so far as an apology is concerned, 
it depends upon the proof of guilt, which, in 
turn, depends upon the proposed inquiry. As 
for a guarantee, he states that the nationalist 
army authorities will be instructed to give a 
written. undertaking to protect foreign life 
ind property. 

Minister Chen then takes occasion to de- 
‘lare that ‘“‘the best guarantee for the effective 
rotection of American and other foreign lives 
ind property lies in removal of the funda- 
uental cause of the present trouble between 
nationalist China and the powers, who con- 
tinue to sustain the unequal treaties. It 
these inequitable treaties which constitute the 
chief danger to foreign lives and property 
in China.” He offers to negotiate with the 
United States for the settlement of differences 
between nationalist China and the United 
States, and to adjust relations upon a basis of 
reciprocity. 

The reply of Gen. Chang Kai-Skek to the 
notes of the powers has not been received. 
Presumably his reply, also, will be a denial that 
the nationalist forces were guilty of the Nan- 
king outrages. The question has arisen as to 
the extent of Minister Chen’s authority, 
view of the dissensions 
party. But unquestionably his note reflects 
the attitude of the moderate Cantonese. If the 
radicals should displace him and Chang Kai- 
Skek, an entirely different attitude toward 
the United States might be disclosed. 

Obviously the United States has gained 
nothing by joining the treaty powers in send- 
ing an identic and simultaneous note, It 
might have fared better by acting separately 
and by emphasizing the fact that it was con- 
eerned not with defense of old treaties, but 
solely with the protection of Americans. As 
the matter stands, the United States has lost 
whatever advantage it might have obtained by 
dealing separately, and at the same time it is 
faced with the alternative of accepting Chen’s 
unsatisfactory proposals or joining the treaty 
powers in some program for enforcement of 
the demands. What program? Military action 
against the Cantonese? The suggestion is 
abhorrent to the American people, 

One danger confronting the United States 
and the other powers is that a beliicose policy 
on their part may result in the defeat of the 
Cantonese moderates and the ascendency of 
the radicals. Chen’s note, on the whole, is 
not that of an enemy. The Cantonese mod- 
erates are trying to avoid complications with 
foreign governments. The radicals are trying 
to embroil those governments. Aggression by 
foreign governments ‘would be playing the

the “surplus’’ of at least five leading crops or

It is expected that this will avoid having 
the Federal government enter the business of 
buying and selling farm products, but will 
bring about the same result through a cor- 
poration through which loans or advances may 
be made. 

This is substantially what the Curtis-Crisp 
bill provides. This measure was analyzed by 
the friends of the radical farm group, and 
pronounced unsatisfactory. How can a similar 
plan, under a new name, be acceptable to the 
radicals in the next Congress? 

No matter what compromise plan may be 
offered, it will be practically a scheme to loan 
the farmers more government money—the very 
thing they declare they do not want, From 
the debates and discussions thus far, it is 
clear that the McNary-Haugen group will not 
be satisfied unless Congress puts through a 
bill providing for some sort of price-fixing 
plan. What the corn belt wants is a govern- 
ment-guaranteed profit on farm products, no 
matter how big the crops may be. 

There is no parallel between this scheme 
and the regulation of railroads by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission or the regulation 
of credit through rates of discount by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. Neither the commerce 
commission nor the reserve board guarantees 
profits to the railroads or the banks, In both 
cases government regulation is for the pur- 
pose of protecting the public against extortion 
and the railroads and banks from demoraliza- 
tion. Both are public utilities, although owned 
by private citizens. 

There is a farm problem, and a serious one; 
but like all other economic problems it must 
be solved in the light of reason and under 
rules of experience and common sense. Presi- 
dent Coolidge has pointed this out many times 
in various addresses and public papers where- 
in he has promised aid and cooperation to 
lift the farmers of the middle West and South 
out of their distress. 

Since the great mass of farmers of the mid- 
dle West are protectionists, in fact as well as 
in theory, there does not appear to be much 
danger that the policy they have long em- 
braced will be assailed by them. 


SUGAR EATERS. 


One of the phenomena noticed after the ad- 
vent of national prohibition was the increased 
consumption of candy. Sweet shops through- 
out the country noticed an increase in patron- 
age, much of it of the masculine gender. 
Scientists were not hard put to find an explana- 
tion, for sugar, it seems, produces a reaction 
somewhat similar to the stimulation of alco- 
hol, and those who were deprived of their 
beverages instinctively developed a craving for 
candy. 

The Department of Agriculture recently 
issued a bulletin showing the effect of this 
newly developed American appetite on the 
sugar industry. Annual consumption of the 
commodity in the United States has increased 
by nearly 3,000,000 short tons since 1909. In 
each of the past two seasons there has been 
available for consumption more than 6,500,000 
short tons in terms of raw sugar, compared 
with an average of not quite 4,000,000 short 
tons in the five years ended June 30, 1914. 

A similar condition, however, exists in 
Europe which is not cursed, or blessed (as you 
will), by prohibition. Apparently foreign 
sugar consumption has reached at least pre- 
war levels. In the season ended August 31 
last, it is estimated that total consumption was 
more than 4 per cent in excess of that of the 
preceding year, and more than 25 per cent 
over that of 1923-24. These increases have 
taken place during a period of rising prices. 

In the final analysis a large portion of sugar 
consumption must be catalogued in the luxury 
class. The fact that prosperity reigns in the 
United States helps to explain the increased 
American consumption. Would not the same 
reasoning apply to the European situation, 
with sugar consumption constituting a barom- 
eter of economic condition?

THE OCEAN SHIP PROBLEM. 


Vietor M. Cutter, president of the United 
Fruit Co., whose ships ply between the United 
States and Central and South America, is 
quoted as follows: 

Ships at the present time can be built 
abroad at from 35 to 45 per cent cheaper 
than in the United States. It is a fair 
question as to whether it would not be 
sounder business to build the ships where 
they can be obtained the most cheaply. I 
question the economic wisdom of any ar- 
tificial aid to shipbuilding and suggest 
that American owners could do better by 
building ships abroad than in domestic 
yards, 

This is the doctrine of ‘free ships’’—that is, 
the purchase of ocean-going ships built in for- 
eign countries and permitting our own ship- 
yards to goto ruin. Such a policy is un-Amer- 
ican, and would lead to dependence upon for- 
eign countries: for American vessels in the 
ocean trade. 

A policy of protection is as necessary in 
shipbuilding as in the manufacture of hundreds 
of other commodities. Woolen and cotton 
goods, machinery of all sorts, cutlery and other 
commodities can be manufactured cheaper in 
foreign countries than in the United States. 
Why not buy all of these in foreign countries 
and shut down our mills and factories? Cer- 
tain farm products can be grown cheaper in 
foreign countries than in the United States. 
Why not abandon domestic agriculture and 
buy all our food from foreign countries? If 
the plan is sound-as to ships, it is sound as to 
other commodities. 

Without American shipyards and the con- 
struction of American ships for the ocean-going 
trade the United States would be at the mercy 
of foreign countries for vessels needed in time 
of war. Without American shipyards equipped 
for the construction of ships for the foreign 
trade there would be no independent American 
merchant marine. 

Artificial aid for shipbuilding has been a part 
of the program of every maritime nation, It 
is now. Great Britain pays annually about a 
million dollars to merchant seamen enlisted in 
her naval reserve. She pays naval subven- 
tions amounting to about a million dollars 


every year.. The Cunard line recelves an. an- 
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The leatiing maritime governments of the 
world pay liberally for the construction of 
ocean-going vessels in their own shipyards. 
A merchant marine is a part of the national 
defense, and without national shipyards for 
such construction the national defense is not 


complete.

AMERICA’S LARDER. 


Under date ‘of April 12 the Department 
of Agriculture reports that the total stocks of 
frozen poultry in cold storage amount to ap- 
proximately 105,000,000 pounds, as against 
some 73,000,000 pounds a year ago. In addi- 
tion there are in storage more than 875,000,000 
pounds of meats, against 753,000,000 pounds 
last year. Creamery butter holdings, however, 
aggregated only slightly more than 3,000,000 
pounds, whereas a year ago 17,000,000 pounds 
of this commodity were awaiting release. Al- 
most 1,000,000 more cases of eggs are now in 
storage than there were a year ago, besides 
which there is also an increase of more than 
10,000,000 pounds of frozen eggs. 

Cold storage is the stabilizer of the food 
industry. Before it was utilized widely the 
consumer could have certain foods only “in 
season.” Prices fluctuated over a wide scale, 
depending upon the length of the season. Cold 
storage, however, has to a greater or less 
degree done away with. seasonable foods. It 
has also tended to stabilize prices by creatiaz 
a@ market for the surplus production during a 
season. The large stock of supplies in storag 
constitutes a genuine national asset. America’:

ARE WE. SPORT SNOBS? 


The United States Golf association on Mon- 
day will decide whether Miss Mary K. Browne 
is qualified to play golf as an amateur, but 
an even greater issue will be whether the snob- 
bish mind is in control of the game which now 
occupies a place at the front rank in the world 
of American sport. 

The reason for any hesitation at all over the 
status of Miss Browne is that she, within the 
past year, became a tennis professional and a 
member of the supporting cast of Mme. 
Suzanne Lenglen. 

Miss Browne’s skill as a tennis player en- 
abled her to turn her ability into money. It 
so happens that she is also one of the best 
women golf players in the country, but the 
two facts are not interdependent and should 
not be so considered. 

Making professionalism in one sport a bar 
sinister on amateur competition in any other 
sport has never been the practice in the United 
States. Professional baseball players and 
pugilists have always been treated in this 
country as amateurs on the golf course. The 
fact that a man or woman receives pay for 
undoubted ability in one sport—and that of 
itself is necessary to professionalism—does 
not signify that in another field the individual 
is in the same class, if the motive for a. gen- 
eral professional rule is to prevent unequal 
competition. 

The only conclusion that may be drawn, if 
the United States Golf association does not 
grant Miss Browne amateur status, will be 
that those who have the destiny of golf ama- 
teurism in their keeping are attempting to 
imitate slavishly the snobbery which character- 
ized the relation between the professional and 
amateur in English sport, more especially 
cricket, for so long. 

Professionals and amateurs have played to- 
gether for centuries on the wickets of England. 
The amateurs have always been the ‘“gentle- 
men” and the: professionals the “players.” 
Until very recently the caste distinction was 
carried to such a point that there were separate 
dressing rooms for the two classes, and even 
at that universal British institution, tea, the 
“gentlemen” and the “players” could not as- 
sociate. These barriers have recently been 
dropped; however, even at Lords, the home of 
cricket aristocracy. 

A snobbish line of demarcation which the 
British have abandoned is no thing for the 
citizens of the United States to adopt. . Re- 
gardiess of what Miss Browne has chosen 
honestly to do in tennis, her claim to amateur 
status in golf is still beyond question, and 
should be so recognized. 


ODORS BY NUMBER. 


American chemical science has ferreted out 
the nature of smell and has detected and 
identified four kinds of odors, namely, fra- 
grant, acid, burnt and caprylic. In addition, 
a system of odor analysis and classification 
has been developed which recognizes but four 
component types of sensation corresponding, 
it is believed, to four different species of small 
nerves, Odors stimulate these nerves in dif- 
ferent degrees of intensity, which may be rep- 
resented by numbers. Therefore, the complete 
description of any odor is made possible by a 
four-digit number, in which the odor of the 
digits follows a simple arbitrary arrangement. 
For example, the odor of a rose may be stated 
as 6423, the odor of acetic acid as 3803 and 
that of freshly roasted coffee as 7683.

other than merchandise, $1; money, 
20 cents; capitation tax, $1.50. Fair- 
fax county and district levies: County 
levy, 30 cents; pensions, 5 cents; 
county schools, 50c; county roads, 30 
cents; district schools, 50 cents; road 
levy, 30 cents; building fund, 5 cents; 
interest on road bonds, 40 cents; sinke- 
ing fund, 20 cents; district school spe- 
cial, 20 cents; maintenance, 5 cents. 
Totol county and district levies, $2.85. 
In Arlington county the taxes are 
higher. This is from 1926 tax list, 
The roads and sidewalks are unusually 
bad and the school facilities of Arling- 
ton county are itaadequate, and many 
of the children attend the Washington 
schools. A number of these people are 
employed here either by the govern- 
ment or private parties.

Answer—Perhaps you are not using 
the right type of preparation for your 
skin. A soothing oil would be good 
for cleansing, and soap should be spar- 
ingly used. A lotion or a liquid cream 
should be used to protect the face be- 
fore exposure. Select a powder that 
has a slight content of oil. Here is the 
formula for an oatmeal cream that has 
softening and refining qualities:

1 ounce glycerin.

NC~4 GIVEN PERMANENT 
HOME AT SMITHSONIAN 


Body of the First Plane to 
Conquer Atlantic Is 
Placed in Shed. 


PILOTED BY A. C. READ 


The body of the first airplane to con- 
quer the Atlantic ocean, the NC-4, was 
hauled on a truck from the navy yard 
to the airplane shed of the Smithso- 
nian institution yesterday and stored 
permanently among the interesting rel- 
ics of aeronautic progress. 

Only the hull of the famous plane 
can be placed on exhibition at the 


present time, Paul Edward Garber, in 
charge of the aeronautics branch at 
the institution, said. The wings will 
remain at the navy yard for the pres- 
ent. To place the entire plane in the 
shed it would be necessaty, it was said, 
to move out every other airplane in 
the building. The complete plane will 
await the construction of a new build- 
ing, it was said. 

The plane was shipped from the navy 
yard at Philadelphia several weeks ago. 
It was transported to Norfolk by boat, 
and thence by rail to Washington. It 
was on exhibition in the Transportation 
building at the Sesquicentennial last 
summer. During the Shriners’ conven- 
tion in 1923 it was on exhibition here 
at the Monument grounds. 

The famous flight across the Atlantic 
was made by Commander A. C. Read, 
of the United States navy, in the NC-4 
in May, 1919. The consignment of the 
plane among the relics of aviation his- 
tory occurs almost exactly eight years 
after the achievement. The Smith- 
sonian has been trying for some time 
to obtain the NC-4. 

The NC-4 took off from Rockaway 
beach, Long island, May 8, 1919, and 
flew by way’ of Halifax, N. S., to Plym- 
outh, England, covering the distance in 
26 hours and 41 minutes of flying time. 
The achievement was the occasion of 
perhaps the greatest public interest in 
aviation since the Wright brothers first 
succeeded in flying. The NC-4 after- 
ward made a tour of many sections of 
the country.

from the naval air station reached him 
he was swimming for shore. 

The plane, which was traveling 210 
miles an hour when McClellan last no- 
ticed the speed indicator, with its 4001 
horsepower motor running wide open 
and minus wings, swept earthward with 
the speed of a projectile and landed 
with a gigantic splash in the shallow 
water near Haines Point. The spray, 
which rose more than 50 feet, was wit- 
nessed by many golfers and autoists 
who were in Potomac park. 

As the rescue launch neared the air 
station, Mr. Eberhardt, manufacturer 
of the plane; overjoyed on seeing Mc- 
Clellan alive, rushed out on the wharf, 
and as McClellan stepped ashore, grasp- 
ed him about the shoulders, congratu- 
lating him on his quick thinking and 
action. Later at the sick bay of the 
station, where McClellan was hurried 
and bundled up with blankets and hot 
water bags, Eberhardt said: 

“Mac, you will never know how hap- 
py I was to see you again alive. I am 
thankful I was not the cause of your 
death or injury.” Although the acci- 
dent today probably means many thou- 
sands of dollars to Eberhardt, he never 
mentioned the fact or appeared wor- 
ried over the loss of the plane. His sole 
attention seemed to be centered on 
McClellan. 

Rear Admiral W. A. Moffett, Capt. H. 
C. Richardson and Commander E. E. 
Wilson, as well as the personnel of the 
naval air station, witnessed the acci- 
dent-and congratulated McClellan on 
his display of courage and presence of 
mind. 

The plane was tested several weeks 
ago by Lieut. George R. Pond, during 
which trial wing trouble developed. 
Changes were made and the difficulty 
believed overcome, for the plane De- 
haved perfectly in a trial spin Thurs- 
da 

By virtue of his leap yesterday, Lieut. 
McClellan is now a full- fledged member 
of the “Caterpillar club,” an organiza- 
tion composed of aviators. who have 
been forced from their airplanes in 
parachutes.

EPISCOPAL ELECTION 
TO BE HELD MONDAY 


Wardens, After Ballot, Will 
Name Vestrymen to Con- 
duct Parish Affairs. 


The registered voters of the Episco- 
pal churches of Washington diocese 


will meet in their churches Easter Mon- 
day to elect wardens and vestrymen to 
conduct parish affairs. Two wardens 
and eight vestrymen are to be elected 
in each church. These in turn will 
elect a registrar, a treasurer and dele- 
gates to the Diocesan convention. Un- 
der the law, parishes are legal corpora- 
tions, entitled -to own, buy and sell 
real estate and to handle corporate 
funds. 

Certain ecclesiastical duties are im- 
posed on the vestry, while the wardens. 
under the old law, have certain police 
duties and are required to maintain 
order during services of public worship 
In a certain sense these meetings have 
become perfunctory affairs at which 
the same men are elected until they 
die of old age, but occasionally when 
some matter of importance is to be 
discussed they become large and en- 
thusiastic. 

A comparatively new custom which 
has been introduced in the Washington 
diocese is that of having the officers 
of the various church societies and or- 
ganizations read reports of their activ- 
ities in the past year. This gives an 
idea of the trend of parish affairs. 


Budget of $587,600 
For Arlington County 


The 1927-28 budget, calling for an 
expenditure of $587,600 in Arlington 
county during the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, was approved last night by 
the board of supervisors. The tax rate 
remains unchanged —$2.20—in the 
Arlington and Jefferson districts, and 
$2.50 in the Washington district. 

The board decided, on advice of the 
Commonwealth’s attorney, that it 
could not increase the tax rate 15 cents 
per $100 to provide for an extension 
of school facilities, because a provision 
in the law requiring 30 days’ notice 
prior to action on such a proposal had 


not been given.

First Printed “Iliad” 
Presented to Library 


The first printed edition of Homer's 
“Iliad,” in the original Greek, pub- 
lished in Florence, Italy, in 1488, has 
been donated to the Library of Con- 
gress by Gabriel Wells, publisher and 
book collector of New York. The book 
is considered one of the most valuable 
of ancient books, and was edited by 
Demetrius Chalcondyles, one of the 
great scholars of the renaissance 
period, who played a prominent part in 
the revival of learning 

The copy presented by Mr. Wells 
once was owned by an eminent student 
who annotated it with Greek and Latin 
notes in 1760. The copy bears the 
book-plate of the Earl of Mansfield, 
and it is held likely that it was at one 
time owned by the first Earl of Mans- 
field, who was also chief justice of 
England in 1780. 


Knox and His Butler

Philander C. Knox, jr., son of the 
late Secretary of State, and his colored 
butler, Henry A. Barnes, both charged 
with intoxication, are scheduled to ap- 
pear Tuesday in police court for trial.
